opera, and thereby expressing his satisfac- 
tion with Leoncavallo’s work in its finished | 
form. ! 

“That was surely a very good idea of 
mine,” further remarked the Emperor, | 
commending both his own conception of the 
new opera and the way in which the 
Italian had worked it out. So far as the 
Emperor is concerned ‘‘ Roland’’ may be 
reckoned a thorough success, | 

The Emperor personally superintended 
the rehearsal. Only a few members of the | 
imperial household were permitted to be 
with him in the Royal Opera House while | 
the rehearsal was proceeding. The Em- | 
peror made several suggestions of a prac- {| 
tical sort. i 

The desire for seats at the first produc- } 
tion of the opera to-morrow is so great | 
that several hundred persons lined up be- | 
fore the Opera House before 9 o'clock Sat- 
urday evening, waiting for the box office 
to open for the week’s sales at 10 o'clock 
Sunday morning. At that hour the man- 
agement announced that the Emperor had 
reserved most of the parquet and balcony 
stalls for his guests.

SOUTH McALESTER, I. T., Dec. 12.—In 
the Choctaw-Chickasaw Citizenship Court 
to-da¥Y the compensation for Mansfield, 
McMurray, and Cornish, counsel for the two 
Indian tribes in citizenship litigation ex- 
tending over the last five years, was fixed 
at $750,000. This is believed to be the 
largest fee ever paid west of the Mississippi 
River. 

As a result of the fight just completed 
more than 3,500 claimants have been re- 
jected by a special court of last resort cre- 
ated by Congress two years ago. The estate 
which reverts to the Indians by these de- 
cisions is valued at $20,000,000.

ELEVATED PASSENGERS ANGRY. 


Can’t Get Their Money Back When 
Lines Are Blocked. 


In the midst of the storm last night the 
south-bound tracks of the Sixth and Ninth 
Avenue Elevated Railroads were blocked 
for nearly an hour by the derailment of 
the first car of a five-car train of the Sixth 
Avenue line. 

The car left the track just as the train 
was leaving the Eighty-first Street Sta- 
tion, and all trains were stalled on the 
track. Finally word was sent to the One 
Hundred and Sixteenth Street Station, and 
cars were sent south on the express tracks, 
no stops being made at the intermediate 
stations. Passengers on the stalled trains, 
about ten in number, were kept in the cars 
until finally the trains were closed together 
and the passengers walked through to the 
station. While the block was in progress 
many men braved the third rail in the 
severe snow storm, and walked to the 
Highty-first Street Station. 

There was considerable indignation at the 
One Hundred and Sixteenth Street Station 
when the passengers heard of the trouble. 


Many had purchased tickets to go to sta- 
tions jbelow Fifty-ninth Street, and they 
did not get back their money. After about 
half an hour of waiting persons on the 
One Hundred and Fourth, Ninety-third, 
Seventy-second, and Sixty-sixth Street sta- 
tions were told of the block, and transfers 
were issued good for forty-eight hours.

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IN PHILIPPINES BILL 


Senate Shocked When Spooner 
Made the Disclosure. 


RAILROAD CLAUSE DEFECTIVE 


So Worded Government Might Be Left | 


in Lurch After Guaranteeing Invest- 
ments—House Had Passed It.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Senator Spoon- | 


er pointed out to the Senate to-day a loop- 
hole in the Philippines bill by which a 


gigantic fraud might have been perpetrat- | 


ed on the Government had it not been dis- 


covered in time. The Senator said that the 


opportunity was furnished in the defective 
wording of the fourth section of the bill, 
which authorizes the Philippine Govern- 
ment to guarantee for a period of thirty 
years not exceeding 5 per cent. income on 
the bonds or stock of the corporations that 
undertake to build a system of railroads in 
the islands. 


This phase of the bill was under discus-" 


sion, and Senator Lodge had explained 
that it was desired to develop the resources 
of the islands, which could not be done 
without railroads, and it was necessary 
that there should be not a few short and 
very profitable lines, but one well calculat- 
ed and comprehensive system, when Sen- 
ator Spooner made his announcement. 

He said it would be easily possible for the 
Philippine Government to guarantee the 
bonds or the stock of the proposed railroad 
system and be bound in that guarantee, 
and the railroad company could then issue 
a first mortgage on the road, which would 
take preference over every other obliga- 
tion of the company and leave the Govern- 
ment holding the bag. Senator Lodge 
frankly admitted the force of Senator 
Spooner’s criticism. 

Senator Spooner’s announcement came as 
a. shock to the Senate. A piece of most 
important legislation had gone through the 
House of Representatives, where one of 
the ablest committees had worked for sev- 
eral weeks on the various features of the 
bill,-one of the strongest committees of 
the Senate had also carefully considered 
the measure, and yet it was on the eve ot 
becoming a law when one man had discov- 
ered in it an opportunity for a tremendous 
steal, 

The fourth section, as it stands, provides 
for the payment of $1,500,000, which is not 
to be exceeded in any one year, for thirty 
years, the whole amount thus being $45,- 
000,000. 

While the discussion was in progress 
Senator Bacon asked Senator Spooner if it 
was not true that nearly every road that 


had been built by State or Nationul aid had | 


gone into bankruptcy. Senator Spooner 
said it could almost be said that every rail- 
road that had been built with or without 
such aid had become insolvent, and there- 
fore it was the sane course in passing the 
pending bill to asstme that the railroad 


company might become insolvent, and in ! 


guaranteeing the income on the cash in- 
vested care should be taken that the com- 


pany might not by mortgage lose its road- ! 


bed and other property and leave the Gov- 
ernment without a farthing of security for 
the vast amount it would eventually 
vance. 

Senator Newlands advanced the idea of 
Government ownership of railroads, and 
suggested that the United States try it in 
the Philippines. He urged that it was well 
established that the Philippine Government 


could borrow money at a very low rate of | 


interest, as was shown in the sale of the 
bonds to buy the friars’ lands. He thought 
that the $30,000,000 needed to build the thou- 
sand miles of road contemptated by the 
bill could be borrowed by the island Gov- 
ernment at 2% per cent. 


Senator Culberson suggested that instead | 


of giving money to guarantee railroad 


bonds or stock there should be a land grant , 
for the benefit of the roads. Senator Lodge | 


urged that this was not the economical 
way, and to this Senator Newlands said 
that it secmed to be the idea to leave the 
way open for the builders of the railroad to 
go to speculating in the timber lands and 
other valuable properties along the 
where by discriminating rates the railroad 
men would have a distinct advantage over 
everybody else. 

Senator Spooner, who in early life had the 
distinction of being the framer of the Van- 
derbilt system in the Northwest out of a 
number of small roads, made a wry face 


at the argument for Government construc- | 


tion and control, and said that was not the 
way that railroads were usually built. He 
insisted that the businesslike way was to 
go on and give private capital the oppor- 


tunity and eftouragement to invest and; 


ecnstruct the roads.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 12.—The name of exe 


Judge W. M. K. Olcott of New York, law 
partner of ex-Gov. Black, was brought into 
the Chadwick case to-day by Iri Reynolds, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Wade Park 
Bank, at a hearing before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Remington. 

Mr. Reynolds said that one day, about six 
months ago, Mrs. Chadwick called him up 
at the bank by telephone aud said she had 
an attorney at her home in Euclid Avenue 
whom she wished him to meet, Mr. Rey- 
nolds replied that he couldn’t leave the 
bank then, and Mrs. Chadwick, calling a 
gentleman to the telephone, introduced him 


over the wire to Mr. Reynolds as “ Judge 
Olcott of New York.’’ 

The person so introduced told Reynolds 
he had to catch a train and was in a’ hurry 
then, but would see that Reynolds was re- 
lieved from his -‘‘ unenviable position.’’ 

Reynolds testified that some days later a 
check for $1,500, payable to Mrs. Chadwick 
and signed by ‘ Judge Olcott,’? was pre- 
sented to the bank and went. through. 


A Willing Witness. 

The aged Secretary of the Wade Park 
Bank presented a pathetic picture as he 
answered question after question, which 
brought out his own implicit faith in the 
woman whose financial transactions have 
well-nigh ruined. him. He gave evidence, 
too, that he still believes his trust was 
justified. 

He was a willing witness and evaded only 
one question. This was when he was asked 
how much of his personal estate had passed 
into the possession of Mrs. Chadwick, His 
eyes filled, and in a voice trembling with 
emotion, he said: 

‘Please excuse me from answering that. 
I’m willing to tell all I know of this affair, 
and I'm going to stay right here in Cleve- 
land. I’m not going to run away. I’m going 
to stay here and take my medicine. I want 
to see the other debts paid.” 

The examination of Reynolds failed to dis- 
close any asset that might be secured by 
Receiver Loeser, appointed by the Federal 
Court, but brought from Mr. Reynolds in 
reply to questions: 

“She told me she was the illegitimate 
daughter of Andrew Carnegie.” 

Later Mr. Reynolds in detailing his trans- 
actions with Mrs. Chadwick said: 

“In all my transactions with Mrs. Chad- 
wick I believed from what she told me that 
Andrew Carnegie was. backing her, and 
that all her indebtedness would be paid.”’ 
He then added: “And I have not had 
anything yet to make me doubt it.” 

Mr. Reynolds was asked whether he knew 
of Mrs. Chadwick ever having any dia- 
| monds, and he replied that he had seen dia- 
monds that had been pledged in. New York, 
and were inventoried at $98,000. He had 
| also seen them at the house. Mr. Reynolds 
eaused a ripple of laughter in the court- 
room when he said: ‘‘ They were as nice 
| and pretty a lot of pearls and diamonds as 
you ever saw.’ He did not know, however, 
| where they were now. 

How He Got $5,000,000 Note. 
Reynolds said he had known Mra 
; Chadwick’ seven or eight years and Dr. 
( Chadwick all his life. In detailing how 
i he came into possession of the five-million- 
| dollar note bearing the name of Andrew 
! Carnegie he said: 

‘Mrs. Chadwick called me to her house, 
I think it was March 5, 1903, and said she 
: wished to intrust to me some securities, 
She said she had been advised to place 
them in the possession of a third party, 
and she wanted me to take care of them.” 
This is the: package that was opened last 
Friday night in the presence of Mr. Reyn- 
; olds and Attorney Stearn by Attorney An- 
drew Squire. The package was produced 
in court and Mr. Reynolds identified the 
Carnegie note, the mortgage deed, and the 
' copies of an alleged trust agreement. 

Continuing, the witness said: 

‘‘She then handed me a paper to sign.” 
This paper witness did not have with him, 
: but as near as he could remember it read, 

“I certify that I hold in trust for Mrs. 
: Cassie Chadwick securities and a note for 
t $5,000,000.’" 

The note was not indorsed, but he had no 
‘ doubt that the alleged maker of the note 
was back of the woman. The contents of 
the package were identified separately by 
Mr. Reynolds, and at the request of the 
| examining counsel he marked each paper 
as an exhibit. The $5,000,000 note was 
; marked Exhibit A. 
Another Transaction. 
' Asked as to other transactions subse- 
quent to 1903, Mr. Reynolds said: ‘“ There 
is one, it is a little banking secret, but I’m 
willing to tell all. She came to me, I think 
it was in 1904, and said she had $12,000 in 
| paper payable at the Prudential Trust Com- 
; pany. If I would let her have the money 
she would put up United States Steel bonds 
in the morning as collateral. I consulted 
my committee, and with their consent I 
loaned her the money. 

“The next day she brought a package 
which she said contained $200,000 in United 
States Steel bonds and a $250,000 certificate, 
! which I was to hold in trust for her under 
the same conditions as the previous pack- 
age. I held these until a month ago, when, 
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Mr. 


in the presence of several gentlemen they © 


were opened. It was about the time Mr.

Chadwick came to the bank one afternoon

Jeft them in the vault and when she re- 

turned from Europe she took them away, 

saying she had been advised to put such 


a vast amount of valuable paper in a bet 


ter vault.”

- At One*time, he said, she made a written 

statement to his commitee that she had 

over two millions in bonds in the safety 

geposit vault in the Wade Park Bank. 
She Always Put Him Off. 


Repeated efforts on Mr. Reynold’s part 
to close up the dealings with Mrs. Chad- 
wick met with excuse and delay. He was 
put off time after time, yet did not lose con- 
fidence. He detailed one instance, on May 
11, 1904, when he went to New York ex- 
pecting to settle the entire affair. Mrs. 
Chadwick was in consultation with a num- 
ber of lawyers, but after waiting two days 
he returned to Cleveland without seeing 
her. 

He had read the trust agreement, but had 
never seen the signature. Mrs. Chadwick 
had told him the original-was in the pack- 
age he held. He confidently believed every- 
thing would be paid, up to a week ago, and 
had no suspicion of anything wrong until 
a few days before Mr. Newton brought his 
suit. Then his attorney, Mr. Carver of 
Boston, called at the Wade Park Bank. 
He said he understood he held some Steel 
securities of. Mrs. Chadwick’s, and showed 
him a paper assigning all her right and ti- 
tle in Reynolds's ‘holdings. 


Some Notes Were Paid. 


Several notes of,$§0,000 each, payable to 
Dr. Chadwick, had been taken up by Mr. 
Reynolds. He declared they were payable 
out of any monéys that might have been 
on credit to Mrs. Chadwick in the Firs. 
National Bank of Cleveland on Aug. 20. 
Some of these were paid, and in February 
or March, 10904, money was placed to her 
credjt in this bank. Mr. Reynolds thought 
money came from the East to pay all these, 
and fél¢*assured that what he held was all 
right. It-was in this connection that he 
told of his introduction to Judge Olcott. 

He last saw Mrs. Chadwick Nov. 10. She 
desired to go East and had no money. 

He cashed a check on the Lincoln Trust 
Company of New York. It was returned 
marked ‘‘ Account closed.”” He took it out 
of the Wade Park Bank, paid it, and has 
it in his passession. He brought the New- 
ton debt to her attention and advised her 
to-go Bast and raise the money and set- 
tle the whole affair, He thought she went 
East to see Andrew Carnegie. 

Mr. Reynolds came away from New York, 
he sa¥s, because he did not have money 
enough te stay there two hours longer. 
“She has fooled me, and many men smart- 
er than me; she has pulled the wool over 
everybody's eyes.” Then, with a faint 
smile as though the humor appealed to him 
despite his troubles, he said: 

“Once she wrote to me to ask me if I 
needed help because of the run on the 
bank.”’ 


Once Sent Her $15,000. 


Still another incident was detailed by the 
witness. 

“When Mrs. Chadwick was in Europe,” 
he said, “she wrote that Dr. Chadwick 
was in the hospital seriously ill, the daugh- 
ter was also ill, and she was in sore dis- 
tress. Emil came home to save expenses, 
and while here he was taken with typhoid 
fever. She cabled me that she had no 
money, and I sent her $15,000. 

“The shock of Emil’s illness made her 
seriousiy ill, and when she arrived here 
she was thought to be dying. She then 
told me where, if anything happened to 
her, I would find a letter to Mr. Carnegie, 
and he would settle all her indebtedness.”’ 

Witness had seen no other notes but had 
seen a check which was sent to his house 
when he was ill. It was for $60,000, and 
had Andrew Carnegie’s name signed to it. 
Whether any money was ever procured on 
it he did not konw. 

As to the value.of Mrs. Chadwick’s house- 
hold fittings Mr. Reynolds thought they 


might be worth abou‘ $200,000. He said he 
took a chattel mortgage about two years 
ago, but had never recorded it. 

This concluded the examination of Mr. 
Reynolds: and’ the hearing was put over 
until Saturday for the presence of further 
witnesses. hese, it is understood, are 
Mrs. Chadwick and her son Emil. If they 
are not in this city by that time the ex- 
amination will be put over still further. 


ABRAHAM GRUBER EXPLAINS. 


Says Judge Olcott Dropped the Case 
When He Could Not See Securities. 


An attempt to find ex-Judge W. M. K. 
Olcott last evening failed, but Abraham 
Gruber, of Black, Olcott, Gruber & Bon- 
ynge, 170 Broa@way, of which law firm 
Judge Olcott is'-a member, issued a state- 
ment at his home, 152 West Ninety-fifth 
Street, explanatory of the connection of 
that firm with the affairs of Mrs. Chad- 
wick. 

“About a year ago, or, to be exact, in 
. November, 1903,” said Mr. Gruber, “ Mrs. 
*Chadwick came to our New York office 
to consult with the firm about her affairs. 
She said that she was a woman of great 
wealth, but that her affairs in Cleveland 
‘were to a certain extent complicated, and 
that she desired our firm to straighten out 
the tangie. For that purpose she insisted 
that a member of the firm proceed to Cleve- 
‘land to ascertain exactly what should be 
done. The upshot of the matter was that 
Judge Olcott went, to Cleveland. 

“On his arrival in Cleveland Judge Ol- 
cott saw Mr. Reynolds and also Mrs. Chad- 
wick, and was told about those wonderful 
securities, Now Judge Olcott is from Mis- 
souri, and naturally. he told them that 
‘they would have to show him.’ Mr. 
Reynolds, when Judge Olcott asked to get 


a look at the securities, replied that he 
*(Reynolds) had never seen them, and that 
he could not exhibit them at that time. 

“ That was enough for Judge Olcott, and 
he g ton a train and came back to New 
York, He reported to the firm the result 
-of his trip, and we immediately drew out 
of the whole affair. Mrs. Chadwick paid 
Judge Olcott a fee. 

**] do not take a bit of stock in the story 
that Judge Olcott advised Reynolds to take 
up those notes, neither do I give the slight- 
est credence to the report about the check 
that Reynolds says he cashed for him, If 
he did cash it, it is funny that it never

It was an extreme 
shock to me when I saw the newspaper re- 
ports concerning the case. I learn every 
day new features about the affair which 
never knew before. I do not think it de- 
sirable to enter into details until I return 
to America, as there have been so many 
misstatements that I do not know just 
what are the facts and what is fiction. 
There is no truth in the report that Mrs. 
Chadwick settled a large sum on me, Do 
I look like a man of millions? 

Asked concerning the report that Mrs. 
Chadwick is in reality Lydia De Vere, he 
answered: “ The first time that ever I heard 
the name of Mme. De Vere in this connec- 
tion was when I saw it recently in the o- 
pers, Only once before had I ever heard the 
name De Vere. That was twenty-nine 
years ago, at a post-mortem examination, 
at which I assisted, on a woman of that 
name, who was said to have been a fortune 
teller. I only recall this from a peculiar 
surgical feature which the post mortem de- 
veloped.” 

Questioned upon the financial aspects of 
his wife’s affairs, Dr. Chadwick replied: 
“The financial matters In the case do not 
affect me in the slightest. They speak of 
bonds being found. I would like to know 
what these bonds and papers look like.”’ 

The doctor was shown a publication say- 
ing that the alleged securities embraced 
those of several millions of dollars signed or 
indorsed with the name Andrew Carnegie. 

‘“*T do not know Andrew Carnegie person- 
ally,” replied Dr. Chadwick. 

“Does your wife know Mr. Carnegie?” 
the doctor was asked. 

“T would rather not discuss Andrew Car- 
negie,” said the doctor. 


MRS. CHADWICK INDICTED. 


She Is Charged with Forging Notes for 
$500,000 and $250,000. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 12.—Two indictments 
were returned against Mrs. Cassie L. Chad- 
wick this afternoon by the Grand Jury of 
Cuyahoga County. Each indictment con- 
tains two counts, one of forging and one of 
uttering forged paper. The indictments 
are based, the one upon the Carnegie note 
for $250,000, which was made payable at 
the office of Andrew Carnegie in New 
York City, and the other upon the Car- 
negie note for $500,000, which was payable 
at the National Bank of Commerce in New 
York. The maximum penalty for the of- 
fense charged is twenty years’ imprison- 
ment. 

The Grand Jury was in session the greater 
part of the day, and five witnesses were 
heard. As soon as the indictments had 
been voted it was announced by Prosecutor 
Keeler that the jury would further con- 
sider the Chadwick case, and forthwith sub- 
poenas duces tecum were issued for Iri 
Reynolds, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Wade Park Bank, who is expected to tell 
of the vast amount of securities on which 
Mrs. Chadwick is said to have managed to 
obtain her many loans. 

A subpoena was also issued for H. W. 
Bell, a receiver of Mrs. Chadwick’s proper- 
ty, who was appointed by the State court 
under the action of Banker Newton of Bos- 
ton, plaintiff in a suit for $190,000 against 
Mrs. Chadwick. Both will be commanded 
to bring before the jurors all the securities 
in their possession bearing the signature of 
Andrew Carnegie. 

Prosecutor Keeler, after the indictment 
against Mrs. Chadwick had been returned, 
announced -his hope of securing indictments 
against other persons who have been con- 
cerned in the affair. The Grand Jury will 
resume consideration of the Chadwick case 
at 9:30 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

When the jury met this morning the first 
witness to give testimony was Receiver 
Robert Lyon of the Citizens’ National 
Bank of Oberlin. He, with Cashier A. B. 
Spear of that bank, and T. K. Whitney, son 
of one of the stockholders in the bank, had 
been summoned from Oberlin. President 
Beckwith of the same bank, who had been 
expected to ap r, was unable to be pres- 
ent.

LONE BATTLESHIP IS ACTIVE 


The Sevastopol Outside Harbor Adopt- 
ing Defensive Measures—Torpedo 
Craft Behind Hospital Ships.

TOKIO, Dec. 12.—A dispatch from 
Port Arthur says the battleship Sevasto- 
pol, which is lying outside the harbor, 
apparently is adopting defensive meas- 
ures, therefore a naval attack is impos- 
Sible pending discovery of the nature of 
the Russian precautions and the condi- 
tion of the covering forts. 

The Russian destroyers which were 
Supposed to be sheltering under Liao- 
Thie-Shan appear to be lying under coy- 
er of three hospital ships which are fly- 
ing the Red Cross flag. The Japanese 
are earnestly desirous of respecting the 
Geneva Convention, but will open fire 
forthwith if it be ascertained that the 
Russians are abusing the Red Cross flag. 

The following official news is pub- 
lished here: 

“Throughout Dec. 11 our heavy siege 
guns bombarded the interior of Port Ar- 
thur, causing heavy damage to the bat- 
tleship Poltava, the torpedo transport 
Amur, and the wireless telegraph station 
at Golden Hill, and also setting fire to 
the arsenal.”’ 

The naval staff report that it is need- 
less to continue firing on four battle- 
ships, two cruisers, one gunboat, and one 
torpedo boat depot ship lying in the har- 
bor, all of them being completely inca- 
pacitated. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—A dispatch from 
Tokio to The Daily Mail says: 

‘“‘An officer who has returned from the 
army before Port Arthur says the delay 
observed in Russian preparations for gath- 
ering the dead during the armistices showed 
a scarcity of available men in the garri- 
son.”’

port to-day in the matter of the protest 
filed by Capt. Mills of the American Line 
steamer Philadelphia, in which it was as- 
serted that the lives of the 1,000 passen- 
gers on board the steamer had been endan- 
gered as she was approaching port by reck- 
less gunnery practice from a British gun- 
boat. 

The officers in charge of the gunboat 
contended that they had the precise range 
and that there was no risk. It was ad- 
mitted, however, that some shells struck 
the water nearer the Philadelphia than was 
prudent, which the officers attributed to 
the fact that the liner was running over 
nineteen knots an hour, a much higher 
speed than usual. :

OLDEST M. P. DEAD. 


Spencer Charrington Had Sat in the 
Commons for Nearly Twenty Years. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—Spencer Charrington, 
the oldest member of the House of Com- 
mons, is dead. He was born in 1818, and 
represented the Tower Hamlets in the Con- 
servative interests for nearly twenty years. 

He distinguished himself at the close of 
the last session by sitting through two all- 
night debates when he thought the Govern- 
ment’s position was threatened, a feat of 
endurance which his colleagues recognized 
by presenting him with a commemorative 
silver cup. 


TO CONTROL INSURANCE. 


Bili Subjecting the Business to Federal 
Supervision. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Representative 
Morrell of Pennsylvania introduced in the 
House to-day a bill embodying the sugges- 
tions contained in the President’s message 
for subjecting insurance companies to Fed- 
eral supervision. 

It is provided that before Jan. 1, 1906, 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall 
appoint a Superintendent of Insurance, to 
be subordinate to the Commissioner of Cor- 
porations, and that the Superintendent of 
Insurance shall make and enforce all neces- 
sary and proper rules for the regulation 
of.the business of insurance in all its 
branches whenever such business involves 
inter-State or foreign transactions. 

It requires the Attorney General to advise 
and assist the Superintendent of Insurance 
in framing and enforcing such rules. It 
further provides that all persons, firms, or 
corporations, foreign or domestic, shall file 
with the Superintendent of Insurance an- 
nual reports of their business, and that all 
such persons also file a duly authenticated 
certificate of their right to carry on the 
business in the State or county of their 


domicile. : 
Penalties are prescribed for the violation 
of these requirements, so that there may 
Kf no doubt about making of reports or 
filing of certificates from which the Su- 
perintendent of Insurance may be able to 
obtain a fair knowledge of the character 
and operations of any particular concern.

FEAR FOR EUROPE’S ART GEMS. 


J. P. Morgan’s Election as Head of Mu- 
seum Causes Alarm on the Continent. 


BERLIN, Dec. 12.—The election of J. 
Pierpont Morgan to be President of the 
Board of Trustees of the New York Met- 
ropolitah Museum of Art has ‘caused Sieg- 
fried Lilienthal, one of the best-known art 
critics in Berlin, to see in this increased 


danger of the United States stripping Eu- 
rope of her art treasures, and he has be- 
gun an agitation for international action 
to prevent art objects going to the United 
States, 

Herr Lilienthal has obtained the written 
views of Prof. Corrado Ricci, Director of 
the art galleries at Florence; Prof. Pio 
Joris, Director of the Academy of San 
Luca, at Rome; Privy Councillor Wilhelm 
Bode, Director of the Royal Gallery of 
Paintings at Berlin; Henri Maret, the art 
publicist of Paris; Georges Cain, Director 
of the Cacnavalet Museum, Paris; Prof. 
Adolpho Venturi, Director of the National 
Gallery at Rome, and Prof. José Benlliure, 
Director of the Spanish Academy of Fine 
Art at Rome. 

With the exception of Herr Bode, they all 
are in favor of laws to prohibit the taking 
of works of art from Europe to America. 
Herr Bode regards the election of Mr. Mor- 
gan as being of no great consequence, be- 
cause the management of the Museum is 
largely in the hands of the Trustees. The 
fact that Mr. Morgan is rich, Herr Bode 
adds, does not mean that he is going to 
spend more money on art now than pre- 
viously, and he compliments the late H. G. 
Marquand and the late Gen. di Cesnola.

Buckley, editor of The Christian Advocate, 
of New York, who told of a Mormon meet- 
ing he attended in Salt Lake, Utah, last 
Summer. He said President Joseph Smith 
in an address defended the Mormon mar- 
riage, and declared that polygamy was not 
adultery, but was a system of marriage. 
President Smith wos quoted by the witness 
as saying that it 1.1. eternal damnation 
to abandon a multip!i: + of wives. 

Dr. Buckley said he nad made inquiries 
concerning Senator Smoot, and that he had 
found no one who said one word against 
him. Everywhere, the witness said, Sena- 
tor Smoot was given an excellent charac- 
ter. 

George Reynolds, a Mormon, living in Salt 
Lake, testified that he is the first Assist- 
ant Superintendent of the Mormon Church 
Sunday school and Secretary of the Mis- 
sionary Committee of the Apostles and for- 
merly clerk or recorder of the endowment 
house. 

In answer to questions by Senator Over- 
man, Mr. Reynolds said marriages were 


performed with dead persons in the endow- 
ment house. 

Mr. Taylor then asked if divorces were 
granted in the endowment house. 

“The Church grants divorces to those 
who have been married for time and eter- 
nity, but dces not divorce legal marriages 
until the covrts have’ acted,’ said Mr. 
Reynolds. 
ognized by courts, and therefore the Church 
does not consult the court in granting di- 
vorces in cases of such marriages.”’ 

Senator Foraker asked if such divorces 
are granted from dead persons. 

“In a° few instances only I should say,” 
suid the witness. 

Mr. Reynolds testified that he has twen- 
ty-six children. He gave the names of the 
seven Presidents of the Seventy of which 
he is the fourth in rank. Three of the 
seven were polygamists. He (Reynolds) 
had two wives now. : 

Mr. Reynolds said he understood that the 
manifesto of 1890 permitted him to live with 
his plural wives without violating the law, 
but that no further wives could be con- 
tracted. 

Mr. Reynolds said the only plural mar- 
riage he had heard of since the manifesto 
was that of his daughter, which took place 
in Mexico.

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HOUSE DEBATES CURRENCY. | ARBITRATION WITH BRITAIN. 


Williams Denounces the Hill Bill as 


Favoring Banking Interests. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The House 
transacted quite a large amount of mis- 
cellaneous business to-day, passing 148 
pension bills and considering the Hill 
financial bill. 

Mr. Hill said we must get back to the 
gold standard, which he learned from 
very high authority had been “ irrevocably 
established."”” He quoted from Attorney 
General Knox as giving an opinion that 
the powers of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to purchase silver for subsidiary coin 
under the act of March 3, 1902, were with- 
out limitation.

AUTOBOAT RACES IN CUBA. 


Efforts Being Made to Have a Meet in 
Havana Harbor Next Year. 


In addition to the motor boat races which will 
be held next February at Palm Beach, Fla., for 
the first time, there is a strong probability that 
similar events may be held either just before or 
immediately following the Palm Beach contests 
in the harbor of Havana, Cuba. W. J. Morgan 
and President S. M, Miles of the National As- 
sociation of Automobile Manufacturers left for 
Cuba last week to meet the Motor Boat Com- 
mittee in Havana and discuss plans for the 
proposed meet They will be gone about two 
weeks. If such an event can be held by the 
Cubans it is proposed to make arrangements so 
that all of the boats that race at Palm Beach 
may be shipped to Cuba, and if the entries are 
large a special boat will be chartered for the 
purpose. 

A number of motor boats of small horse 
power are in use in the harbor of Havana, and 
many Americans who have recently gone there 
have taken an active part in encouraging the 
sporting side of motor boating, as they believe 
it will produce good results, not only from a 
commercial standpoint but in demonstrating the 
utility of motor-propelled boats for use in those 
waters. 

Many of th agents of foreign automobiles who 
are now in Paris attending the big auto show 
are making arrangements to bring over some of 
the best French boats for the Southern races 
and while a number of fast French racing cars 
are practically assured for the Ormond cés in 
January, there is a possibility that somé of the 
newest and best French aute boats may come 
over with the motor cars. With an international 
contest of this sort in America, the outlook for 
new auto boat records by home designed boats 
will be bright for the coming season.

SWANSON DEFEATS PARKER. 


Swedish Wrestler Throws Welterweight 
Champion in 23 Minutes 31 Seconds. 


One fall, earned by Alex Swanson over Harvey 
Parker, in 23 minutes and 31 seconds of catch-as- 
catch-can wrestling last night in the New Polo 
Athletic Association’s rooms, Park Avenue and 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street, estab- 
lished Swanson’s claim to the welterweight 
championship title. The match was arranged 
three weeks ago as the result of Swanson’s 
challenge to Parker, and it aroused great interest 
among the patrons of athletes and the clubrooms 
were crowded to the limit of the seating capacity, 
An attractive side of the match was the con- 
fident belief on all sides that it would be 
bona fide contest. The principals backed them- 
selves with their own money, but the match was 
too even a thing to induce much betting among 
the spectators at the arena side, 

The men went on the mat shortly after 10 
o'clock, after agreeing on Walter St. Denis for 
referee and “Charley” Harvey as official 
timekeeper. The conditions of the contest 
called fer 1 hour and 30 minutes of actual 
wrestling at catch-as-catch-can, unless two 
falls in three should have been won by one 
man within the time limit, the winner to be 
decided on the merit of the work exhibited 
should there be no fall within the time limit. 
Before the rivals, Parker, an experienced 
wrestler with a local reputation, and Swan- 
son, a newcomer, who had been trained for 
the match by Egeberg, the Dane, who recently 
won the Greco-Roman championship, were in- 
troduced, two challenges to the winner of the 
match were announced. 

The bout then began with both men aggres- 
sively eager in the first five minutes, during 
which they showed no remarkable skill. After 
five minutes Swanson went to the mat on all 
fours and Parker tugged and strained vainly for 
a fall. Swanson only rose at long intervals, when 
Parker’s hold slipped, but he rose once suddenly 
and most opportunely, just as Parker, in an ef- 
fort to turn him, was straining to lift him. 
Both men gained their feet, but toppled over 
with Parker underneath, and Swanson, throwing 
his weight on the under man, forced his shoul- 
ders to the mat and got the fall in 23:31. 

Swanson took no chances in the remainder 
of the match and never for an instant tried 
for another fall. From the time that the call 
of time was made, and the first hold taken, 
Swanson sprawled on all fours, and simply 
thwarted Parker’s efforts to turn him. Both 
men were bathed in perspiration after ten 
minutes of this sort of thing, and Parker was 
never able to get a hold that gave any chance 
of throwing Swanson. The sprawling struggle 
continued for 1 hour 6 minutes and 29 seconds, 
or to the time limit,.when the referee stopped 
the bout and rendered his decision for Swan- 
son, who thus was proclaimed the welter- 
weight catch-as-catch-can champion. 

Vastly more interesting than the main bout 
was the preliminary match between Steve Dwyer 
of Perth Amboy and Jehnny Tompkins, the 
** Tattooed Boy,’’ the latter showing a brilliantly 
decorated torso, to make good his title. The 
bout was catch as catch can, two falls in three, 
with a time limit of thirty minutes. The two 
lithe and robust young men went at each other 
after the fashion of bull terriers, and did more 
wrestling in their thirty minutes than the aspir- 
ants for the championship title did in three times 
as long. They were too near an equality for so 
short a struggle to decide the match, and though 
there were several flying falls, the wrestlers 
simply hit the floor to rebound, and as a pin 
fall was required, they were still hard at it 
when time was called and the referee decided 
the bout a draw. In other preliminary bouts, J. 
O’Brien and ‘‘ Young Roeber’’ were declared 
winners after uninteresting contests. 


Preparing to Test Auto Law. 


A meeting of the special committee of the 
National Association of Automobile Manufactur- 
ers, which was appointed last week, will be 
held within a few days to devise plans for test- 
ing the constitutionality of the law that requires 
all owners and drivers of automobiles to secure 
licenses for their machines. Charles Thaddeus 
Terry, counsel for the association, has the mat- 
ter in charge. Other members of the commit- 
tee are Windsor T. White and William R. In- 
nis. Several plans of procedure have been pro- 
posed, and they will be thoroughly discussed at 
the coming meeting, when a definite plan will 
be decided upon. Mr. Terry said yesterday that 
the matter would be pushed to a deciding point 
at once, and all that remained now was to de- 
termine the best means upon which to base the 
test case. 


BUILDING BOARD ORGANIZING. 


New Body Would Make Non-Union Men 
Conform to Its Laws. 


The new Building Trades Board has 
adopted the name of the Associated Build- 
ing Trades of New York and Vicinity. The 
board met yesterday to discuss a constitu- 
tion submitted by a special committee. Four 
new unions joined the new body, bringing 
the membership up to 80,000, which makes 
it the largest body of the kind ever organ- 
ized in New York. 

Whether the new body when its constitu- 
tion is finally adopted will be for war or 
peace will depend on the action of the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association. If 
the latter is then willing to meet a com- 


mittee of the unions with a view to ending 
the lock-out and the framing of a joint 
arbitration —— in place of the pres- 
ent one, the board will be for peace, and if 
not it will mean fight. 

The reponse constitution provides for 
a Board of Representatives within the or- 
ganization which is to all intents and pur- 

oses a restoration of the old Board of 

omy Trades. All agreements or de- 
mands for an advance in wages or a reduc- 
tion of the hours of work must be present- 
ed to the main body between Oct. 1 and 
April 1 of each year, and action will not be 
taken on them until they are read at two 
meetings. 

“ But,” the constitution continues, “ this 
does not prevent any trade from acting on 
its own responsibility. But any trade or- 
dering a strike on its own responsibility 
shall not receive any assistance from this 
bady except by unanimous consént.”’ 

The constitution says also: 

“It shall be the special duty of this body 
to use the united strength of all trades 
represented herein to compel all non-union 
men to conform to and obey the laws of 
the trade to which they should properly 
belong, and if. necessa all affiliated 
trades shall on a two-thirds vote of the 
body cease work; any trade refusing to 
comply shall be fined $500." 


JAIL FOR MILK ADULTERATORS. 


Warning from Special Sessions—Large 
Part of City’s Supply Doctored. 


The Justices of Special Sessions an- 
nounced yesterday that hereafter dealers 
convicted of adulterating milk would be 
punished with imprisonment instead of 
fines. Inspectors from the Health Depart- 
ment testified in court that more than 10 
per cent. of the milk daily received in this 
city was below the standard required by 
law. A much larger percentage, they said, 
was adulterated or doctored with chemicals 
that were a menace to health. 

“The use of such preservatives must be 
stopped at once,”’ said Justice Olmsted to a 
dealer who had pleaded guilty to using for- 


maldehyde in his milk. ‘“ The stuff-you 
admit having used kills many infants and 
little children, and your act amounts to a 
crime. For a second offense I will vote for 
a term in the penitentiary.”’ 

Fines gr py from $75 to $10 were im- 
posed by the Justices on thirteen dealers 
who pleaded guilty to adulteration of milk.

Mr. W. J. BRYAN is very well content 
with the President's programme for the 
Government regulation of railroad 
freight rates. He quotes with approval 
in his Commoner this passage from Mr. 
ROOSEVELT’S message: 





The Government must in increasing de- 
gree supervise and regulate the workings 
of the railways engaged in inter-State com- 
merce: and such increased supervision is 
the only alternative to an increase of the 
present evils on the one hand or a still 
more radical policy on the other, 


Mr. Bryan interprets, sanctions, 
approves this Executive declaration of 


and 


policy: 

The “stil more radical policy” is, of 
course, the taking of the railroads out of 
the hands of private corporations. The 
President is right in his conclusion that a 
failure of the Government to protect the 
public against the evils of private owner- 
ship of railroads will make the people look 
in increasing numbers to Government own- 
ership. 

Mr. Bryan thinks we shall now see 
whether the railroads will heed the 
President’s warning or whether by re- 
sisting his efforts for Government regu- 
Jation they will “‘ contribute to the move- 
ment that is now going on in favor of a 
policy which will put the people them- 
selves in control of these arteries of 
trade.” 

Mr. CHARLES A. Provuty, who is gen- 
erally regarded as the most radical mem- 
ber of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, agrees with the President and 
with Mr. Bryan.

If we had Government regulation of 
rates, as the President recommends, we 
should not be so very far from Govern- 
ment ownership. If the Government has 
the authority to determine the annual 
sum of money an individual or a corpo- 
ration may earn by the use of its prop- 
erty it has already come pretty near to 
owning that property. At least, from 
the point where the acceptance of the 
President’s recommendations would place 
us the road to actual ownership by the 
Government is short and easy. The So- 
cialists who advocate public ownership 
of instruments of production and distri- 
bution are delighted. 


MR. GROUT AND THE LIGHTING BILLS 


Undoubtedly Controller Grout has done 
svell in changing his mind as to the pay- 
ment of the claims against the city for 
lighting. The promise he made verbally 
to settle with the companies—or, prac- 
tically, with the company—was clearly 
made without adequate consideration for 
the city. Mr. Grout says that he was 
misled as to the obligation to pay inter- 
est on the bills. Since there is no such 
obligation, as he is now advised, the de- 
duction he was to obtain for the city 
does not exist. The company simply of- 
fered to give up what it had no right to. 

This is plain enough, but the other 
features of the situation do not seem to 
ws entirely satisfactory, as Mr. GROUT 
explains them. He says that one of the 
considerations for consenting to pay the 
old bills was the making of the contracts 
gor 1904, which are-now attacked in 
court. “I do not consider,” he says, 
“that I ought to base any action of 
mine on contracts ‘whose validity is so 
questioned.” There was a much better 
reason for not basing his consent to pay 
the bills on these contracts, and it ex- 
isted quite independently of the validity 
of the contracts. They were far too high. 
Wiad they been undisputed, they would 
etill have been no decent offset to the 
disbursement of large sums of the public 
gnoney on previous claims that were still 
more exorbitant. We should have liked 
jt better had Mr. Grout declared that, 
en reflection, he had come to the con- 
clusion that his proposed action was not 
in the interest of the city, and had 
abandoned it. 

Nor are we altogether satisfied with 
the future policy Mr. Grout announces. 
He says that he is about to enter into an 
fnvestigation as to the cost of producing 
and distributing gas and electricity and 
the capital actually employed in the 
business. We infer that the results of

means of ascertaining what is a just 
amount to pay to the company for gas 
and electricity already furnished or to be 
furnished. Probably the inquiry, if en- 
ergetically and efficiently prosecuted, will 
yield valuable information, but it still 
remains the right position for the city 
to take, that the company must furnish 
gas and electricity at reasonable rates, 
end, in case of dispute, must sue the city 
and establish affirmatively what reason- 
able rates are.

He is dealing with a very ingenious 
and acute set of men; he cannot afford 
to give them the slightest advantage.

If Mr. LAWSON’s sen- 
sational performances are merely the tac- 
tics of a conscienceless raider who with- 
out warrant of fact or reason assails 
values and hammers down prices, then it 
would seem that the gentlemen who 
stand before the country as the pillars of 
the vast investment structure owe it to 
their own reputations and to the com- 
fort and security of the investing public 
to expose his bascless assertions, If on 
the other hand the recent range of se- 
curity prices was reached through manip- 
ulative processes quite unrelated to earn- 
ing power and actual value, if the market 
was indeed a house of cards, then Mr. 
LAWSON is performing a public service, 
even though incidentally he may be lin- 
ing his own pockets. 

So long as New York City maintains a 
Stock Exchange that is open to such 
raids as have caused the violent fluctua- 
tions of the past week, ambitions that 
may anywhere be cherished to make it 
the financial centre of the world will be 
justly ridiculed. A centre involves the 
idea of balance and stability. A financial 
centre is a place where movements and 
changes should be the resultant of a mul- 
titude of forces. Quotéd prices in all its 
markets should represent with an ap- 
proach to accuracy the worlus average, 
the normal level. 

THE Times has refused to publish Mr. 
LAWSON’s advertisements. As a justify- 
ing reason for their exclusion from its 
columns it is sufficient to say that Tu» 
Times is not that kind of newspaper; 
those responsible for its character and 
contents do not care to make that kind 
of newspaper. Tur Times does not be- 
lieve the charges which Mr. Lawson 
makes against some of the greatest cor- 
porations in the country, corporations 
managed by Boards of Trustees includ- 
ing many of the chief men in the coun- 
try, men in whom the public has entire 
confidence, men who are the custodians 
of hundreds of millions of the people’s 
savings. If Tum Times did believe Mr. 
LAWSON’S charges it would itself begin 
a rigorous investigation, and it would 
print the results, not in its advertising 
columns, but upon its news pages, as in- 
formation which it would be a newspa- 
per’s duty to lay before its readers. 
THE CHADWICK SCHEME OF FINANCE 

Now that all the mystery in connec- 
tion with the financial operations of 
Mrs. CHADWICK is dispelled and the mat- 
ter resolves itself into a commonplace 
swindle of forged securities and specious 
misrepresentations, the wonder grows 
that bank officers and shrewd financiers 
were so readily imposed upon. The as- 
sumptions which seemed to give them 
confidence in this remarkable woman 
were exactly those which should have 
put them on their guard and suggested 
searching inquiry into the basis for her 
representations. It should have occurred 
to any person of average prudence that 
if her claims were well founded and she 
had the relations with Mr. CARNEGIE 
which she said she did, or let others say 
it for her, she would not be a borrower 
of large sums; and that for the im- 
pounding of vast values in negotiable 
collateral in the hands of a Cleveland 
bank officer as trustee no other reason 
could be suggested than that she had al- 
ready hypothecated them for loans, It 
might also have been known to a person 
of average intelligence that Mr. Car- 
NEGIE would not have been likely to 
settle any claims she might have had 
upon him in long-time notes, It is not 
generally supposed that he is under the 
necessity of deferring the payment of 
sums he is obligated for, and his notes 
are as scarce as snowflakes in August. 

The conviction that a bank officer so 
credulous as to be deceived by the kind 
of misrepresentations she employed to 
raise money is not a safe person to run 
at large is irresistible. If he was cred- 
ulous because it wag to his pecuniary 
advantage to assume the truth of what 
he should have disbelieved on the face of 
the evidence, he is a rascal who belongs 
in jail and should be there; if such a 
fool as to empty his bank vaults on the 
strength of a fairy tale, he should be 
safely incarcerated in some institution 
for the feeble-minded. Absolutely not 
one fact has come to light which offers a 
shadow of excuse for treating Mrs. 
CHApWickK any differently from other 
applicants for unsecured loans. ‘That 
she was treated very differently is evi- 
dent. But why any sane person should 
have elected such @ career is inconceiv- 
able. It led by an exceedingly thorny 
path of anxious days and Gleepless nights 
to inevitable disaster, and with no basis 
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of hope that the fortunate outcome of 
business speculations, or even the win- 
nings of the gambling table, would avert 
the imminent exposure. Monte Carlo is 
intelligible; the Chadwick scheme of 
finance is not.

RUSSIAN “ RIOTS.” 

Our dispatches this morning indicate 
that the troubles in St. Petersburg on 
Sunday were part of a more or less gen- 
eral series of demonstrations organized 
by the radical, or Socialist, Party, with, 
doubtless, some aid and instigation from 
the ultra-conservative or “Grand Du- 
cal”’ clique near the person of the Czar. 

The motives of the latter are unfortu- 
nately only too easily understood. It is 
their aim and desire to frighten the Em- 
peror into the belief that any concessions 
to the Zemstvo movement will be an in- 
citement to revolutionary activity, and 
the more disturbances they can bring 
about in the centres of population the 
more they may hope to produce this im- 
pression on the mind of their imperial 
master, who for so long a time has been 
also their dupe. The existence of a revo- 
lutionary organization cannot be denied. 
Its members have been discovered in 
nearly every class of the population. 
They are probably the most numerous 
among the young students, who for the 
most part are of the small land-holder 
and shopkeeper class; but they are also 
found in considerable strength among 
the young nobility, among the younger 
members of the professional class, the 
lawyers and the doctors and the teach- 
ers, and they are increasingly numerous 
among the workmen in all parts of Euro- 
pean Russia. Their appearance in this 
last-named class is due in some measure 
to M. WITTe’s well-intended policy of 
encouragement to manufactures, which 
undoubtedly stimulated the working- 
men’s bodies, and, through his efforts to 
secure education for the workingmen, 
these bodies are supplied with leaders of 
unusual intelligence and ability. 

There is, therefore, a real danger of rev- 
olution for the Czar to consider. But the 
most encouraging feature in the situa- 
tion is that the recent outbreaks, or dem- 
onstrations, have been handled by the 
Interior Department under Prince Mrr- 
SKY with unprecedented moderation. The 
Cossacks have not been employed at all. 
The police have used only so much force 
as was needed to disperse disorderly 
crowds. No one has been killed. Most 
of the injuries have been slight, and rel- 
atively few arrests have been made. Es- 
pecially the curious onlookers, who here- 
tofore have been treated with ruthless 
brutality, have been simply scattered 
with as little force as was necessary to 
restore order. In other words, every ef- 
fort has been made by the Russian Gov- 
ernment to avoid the incitement to vio- 
lence and the resentment hitherto excited 
whenever there was a popular demon- 
stration. The good sense shown in this 
direction may mean much for the future 
peace and progress of Russia. 


THE OPEN SHOP IN BATTLE CREEK. 

At the recent meeting of the Citizens’ 
Industrial Association in this city Mr. 
Cc. W. Post of Battle Creek, Mich., 
read an instructive paper on the sub- 
ject of industrial peace, which con- 
tained some pertinent suggestions to 
those for whom the open shop assumes 
the character of an issue, Mr. Post, as 
President of the Postum Cereal Com- 
pany, is an extensive employer of labor, 
and speaks from experience concerning 
what has been accomplished in “the 
only place in the United States that of- 
fers a guarantee of freedom from strikes, 
lock-outs, and labor warfare.” As told 
by Mr. Post the industrial history of 
Battle Creek is unique. The movement 
which has resulted in industrial free- 
dom and peace began with an effort on 
the part of organized labor to destroy 
the business of his company because he 
refused to obey orders and withdraw his 
advertising from newspapers which the 
unions had undertaken to boycott. Mass 
meetings were called to give the people 
of Battle Creek a chance to discuss the 
subject and decide what should be done. 
They were largely attended, the unions 
being well represented. The result was 
the formation of a Citizens’ Union which 
included all classes and conditions of 
men organized to protect their own in- 
terests and those of their city. The re- 
sult of this line-up was a battle royal, 
in which all the power of the unions, 
operating through the agency of a Na- 
tional boycott, was directed to making 
the town a Port Arthur of trades union 
occupation. As must be, the unions were 
defeated and thrown into confusion, 
their members deserted, and the only 
organization of consequence remaining 
in Battle Creek is the Citizens’ Alliance, 
which is pledged to maintain industrial 
independence and protect alike the rights 
of the employer and the wage earner. 
The citizens of Battle Creek are now 
prepared to enter into contracts with 
manufacturers guaranteeing them im- 
munity from labor troubles of every 
kind on the following basis: 

The manufacturers to agree to maintain 
the standard rate of wages paid elsewhere 
for like service and under similar condi- 
tions, the rate to be determined from time 
to time by well-authenticated and reliable 
reports from competing cities, and ulti- 
mately it is hoped to have the labor mar- 
ket reports supplied weekly by the Goy- 
ernment Department of Commerce and 
Labor. 

The manufacturer reserves the right to 
discharge workmen for cause, but agrees 
to refrain from any general lock-out to re- 
duce the wage scale below the standard, 

The Citizens’ Association agrees to fur- 
nish, or cause to’ be furnished, first-class 
workmen who will contract their labor at 
the standard rate and for such periods as 
may be agreed upon, and who will not 
strike, picket, or commit any of the un- 
lawful acts now common to labor union 
warfare. . 

Each workman reserves to himself the 
right to quit for cause, and the Citizens’ 
Association further pledges its members 
(practically the entire city) to act en masse 
to uphold the 
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laws at all times, to use its 
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associated power to enforce the contracts 
between employers and employés, and to 
furnish bonds or arrange te have work- 
men deposit in trust a sum of money to 
insure the faithful performance of their 

contracts. 


It will, be observed that this basis of 
agreement pledges both employer and 
Wage earner to fairness and the contin- 
uance of mutually advantageous rela- 
tions. Those for whom this subject has 
especial interest and who desire full 
particulars of the plan to which the en- 
tire community is pledged by public sen- 
timent and private act, can obtain it in 
convenient form by addressing the Sec- 
retary of the Citizens’ Association, Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich. 


CHRISTMAS TREE LIGHTING. 

The imminent fire hazard inseparable 
from the lighting of Christmas trees 
with wax candies in church entertain- 
ments and other public or semi-public 
functions has been illustrated so often 
that it does not need to be emphasized 
by argument. Evergreen trees and their 
decorations are in the highest degree in- 
flammable, and with the best of care 
the accident of starting a fire is almost 
unavoidable. 

Since a tree without lights would be a 
disappointment to children and no meth- 
od of external illumination takes the 
place of the hundred or thousand points 
of light among the branches, it is a 
source of gratification that the enter- 
prise of the electrical equipment compa- 
nies has placed at the command of 
church committees and others strings of 
many-colored miniature incandescent 
bulb lamps which have all the value of 
candles for tree illumination and are 
incomparably safer. If a connection 
with 4 bulb socket, or several of them, 
cannot be made conveniently, the tem- 
porary use of a storage battery plant 
could be had at a cost more than off- 
set by safety to life and property, or 
even the avoidance of a children’s panic. 
An important advantage of the electric- 
ally lighted tree is that it may be kept 
lighted as long as is desired, and the 
pleasure which its illumination imparts 
prolonged far beyond the useful life of 
wax candles of practicable size for this 
purpose. The matter is of such impor- 
tance as affecting the safety of life and 
property that the Fire Department offi- 
cials would be quite warranted in giving 
public notice that the lighting of trees 
with naked flame lights will under no 
conditions be permitted in any public 
hall of assembly, institution, Sunday 
school, or church. ’ 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Prof. Cart Srumpr, who is described 
as “the eminent psychologist of Berlin 
University,’’ has reported in behalf of the 
scientific commission that has laboriously 
investigated the achievements of Hans, the 
equine mathematician, that the animal is 
not a mathematician at all, but answers 
the questions addressed to him by observ- 
ing and acting upon some movement or 
change of expression made by his interroga- 
tors. These signs, the professor gravely 
declares, are so minute as to be invisible to 
the human eye, and are made unconsciously 
and unintentionally, so that there {s no ele- 
ment of intentional deception in the per- 
formances. That is a very pretty explana- 
tion of the case, and is one of exactly the 
kind to be expected—well, from an emi- 
nent psychologist who started the investi- 
gation with an expectancy of finding a 
remarkable illustration of his specialty and 
who ends it in entire contentment with a 
success that in other circumstances would 
seem to him extremely open to sus- 
picion. So far as Prof. Stumpr denies, he 
is undoubtedly correct; so far as he decides 
that what the horse does in every instance 
is to obey a sign from its master, he is also 
beyond intelligent question; but when he 
acquits the master of consciously making a 
sign which he had trained the horse to 
Obey the professor credits one of the Jeast 
intelligent of the larger animals with a 
power of observation and judgment that 
has been possessed by only a very few men 
with nerves and muscles developed to an 
abnormal and morbid sensitiveness. In> 
deed, he ascribes to Hans more remarkable 
gifts than those of W. IRVING BisHoP, who 
probably had the sensitiveness in question 
to a greater degree than any human being 
who ever came under anything like scien- 
tific examination. But BisHop, when he 
toid what seemed to be the truth, admitted 
that he was only a ‘‘ muscle-reader,”’ and 
always required to be in firm physical con- 
tact with a person who knew what BisHop 
himself was trying to discover. One has 
to be a psychologist particularly eminent— 
and one who Its particularly little of any- 
thing else—to say that Hans does more 
than BisHop even pretended to do, and 
says it when he can avoid the necessity of 
committing himself to a theory so incredi- 
ble by assuming that the horse merely per- 
forms a single trick of exactly the kind per- 
formed by horses in every circus. This is to 
ignore an adequate explanation lying close 
at hand and to take one of almost certain 
falseness that lies far away. However, 
even the eminent psychologist has reduced 
the horse from an intellectual prodigy to 
nothing more than a keen observer, and 
with the substance of that conclusion we 
can all agree.. The veracity of the owner of 
Hans is a matter of comparatively little in- 
terest to anybody except himself and his 
relatives and near neighbors. 


——As always at this season of the year, 
people are solemnly and earnestly exhorted 
to stop deceiving children by telling them 
the ancient whoppers about a non-ex- 
istent being who in a single night rides all 
over the world in a sleigh drawn by rein- 
deer and descends innumerable chimneys 
with toys for good little boys and girls. 
One of our own correspondents seems to 
be very seriously worked up over this form 
of deception, and in a letter which we print- 
ed yesterday asserted that “lying” of 
this sort had the most deplorable effects 
on the mind and morals of children. ‘ Fer,”’ 
wrote the foe of Santa Claus, “as soon as 
they learn the deception practiced on them 
from such hypnotic effect, they may grow 
up and become regular liars and tell us, 
their parents, ‘ Well, yes, I -told you an 
untruth, but you know when I was a little 
child you told me an untruth, too.’”"’ Yes, 
they may, or rather, they might, but do 
they? Does our correspondent know of a 
single child that ever made a speech even 
remotely approaching the one he invents? 
Did he ever hear of one? We can our- 
selves see no measurable harm in the 
Santa Claus stories, and we strongly doubt 
if they ever really deceived a child old 
enough to see the difference between a 
true story and a false one. Children are 
as appreciative as their elders of the part 
played by intention in making things good 
or The play of children, particularly 
if they are bright and intelligent, consists 
largely of “lying” of exactly this sort; 
that ig, they are forever declaring them-

selves to be what they are not, and giving 
to their surroundings qualities which they 
do not possess. No evil results follow this 
habitual course of apparent mendacity, and 
it troubles only the moralists who forget 
there is such a thing as being absurdly logi- 
cal and consistent in dealing with human 
beings. All big children and most little 
ones are perfectly well aware that there is 
no Santa Claus, but they are entirely con- 
tent to play with their parents the Santa 
Claus game, just as they are to play with 
a father who pretends to be a bear and 
growls at them from under the piano. 
There is “lying” in the one case as in the 
other—and in both it is innocuous, if com- 
mon sense is any judge. 


—NMore queer doctrine from a New York 
police court! Magistrate Cran® holds that 
“stern necessity sometimes compels one to 
do things that are not right.’ Of course, 
things done under the compulsion of neces- 
sity are always right, or, to be accurate, 
they are neither right nor wrong, having 
no moral quality whatever. But between 
necessity and need or desire, however inno- 
cent or commendable either may be, there 
is a very long difference, and the case 
which the Magistrate had before him was 
not one of “‘necessity’’ under any strict 
definition of that term. A man with a 
hungry family and no immediate means of 
feeding them took from other men money 
as the price of promised employment, and 
the promise was not kept. The disappoint- 
ed men had him arrested, as was their 
right, but the Magistrate seemed to forget 
that perhaps they, too, had hungry families, 
and a good deal of his sympathy, if not all 
of it, went to the prisoner. Sympathy is 
an admirable thing, especially in a City 
Magistrate, and Magistrate CRANE was 
beyond criticism when he said, “‘I believe 
I am justified in tempering my decisions 
with the milk of human kindness ’”’; possi- 
bly enough his impression that this particu- 
lar prisoner was unfortunate rather than 
wicked, and that there was no real inten- 
tion to deceive is true, but all this put to- 
gether does not warrant looseness of con- 
ception in dealing with a word of such defi- 
nite meaning as “necessity... Men are 
much too ready unduly to extend the sig- 
nificance of that term, and it is injudi- 
cious for representatives of the law to en- 
courage them in that direction. However, 
Magistrate CRANE held his prisoner for a 
further hearing, and no doubt the case will 
be properly settled in the end. 


—-As a beginning, the parcels post plan 
formulated by the new Postmaster Gen- 
eral has obvious merits, but there seems to 
be no particular reason for making two 
bites of this particular cherry. A real 
parcels post is no rash experiment; it has 
worked well for years in’ other countries, 
and unquestionably would work well here; 
but it has its enemies—enemies who, if few 
in number, have a lot of influence—and to 
them, presumably, is due the long delay in 
establishing a system the convenience and 
profit of which are obvious to a great ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of the United 
States. Mr. WYNNE’s plan retains the 
storekeepers in the smaller towns as mid- 
dlemen between the buyers and sellers of 
merchandise, and that is what those store- 
keepers want; it also leaves unaffected the 
transportation of merchandise on the rail- 
ways, and that is what the express com- 
panies want; it adds to the convenience of 
the rustic consumer, and that is what he 
wants, as farasit goes. Therefore the plan 
is a pretty good one—as far as it goes—and 
as an experiment in cherry biting its adop- 
tion would be interesting. 


The Proposed New West Side Park. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THE Times always being a sincere advo- 
cate of what is reasonable in civics is my 
excuse for asking just a little consideration 
for a few words on the desirability of 
establishing a people’s park on the west 
side of the city, somewhere in the Fortieth 
streets, west of Eighth or Ninth Avenue. 
To-morrow (Tuesday, Dec. 13, 1904,) “‘ there 
is to be a meeting of the local board in the 
Council Chamber at the City Hall, to dis- 
cuss the adyisability of a park between 
Fortieth and Forty-second Streets’’ some- 
where west of Eighth Avenue, 

It is of the first importance to keep the 
establishment of such a park out of the 
way of commercial progress and needs, 
That question settled, it is folly to put a 
park where it will not be used by those for 
whose benefit rmall parks are established 
or where a small park will not subserve 
the purposes of a so-called lung space, An- 
other important consideration is that no 
site should be chosen. which will be profit- 
able only for a commission and against the 
legitimate interests of property owners, as 
hag been the case for nine years in the 
case of the owners of the Twenty-seventh 
and Twenty-eighth Street and Ninth and 
Tenth Avenue block. 

All the river front below Fiftieth Street 
should not be taken for park purposes, be- 
cause the river front will be needed by 
the rapidly growing commercial interests 
of the city, and because the river front is 
not the best place to establish a lung space. 
To answer all the demands of a small park 
which will do a closely packed tenement 
district most good, it should be located in 
the centre of such a district for hygienic 
reasons and reasons of accessibility.

The editorial in your issue of last Friday 
on the slums of Washington contains the 
remarkable assertion that ‘“‘there are no 
slums and there is no ‘ tenement-house 
problem’ in Buffalo.” This is a mistake. 
The exact truth is that there appear to be 
fewer of the lowest slums, and there are a 
smaller number of unsanitary tenement 
houses in Buffalo than in any city of the 
same size on this continent. The low death 
rate of Buffalo—14.95 last year—is to some 
extent due to the comparative absence of 
slums. In 1896, 1897, and 1898 the mortality 
was only 12.72, 12.42, and 12.25 per 1,000, 
which is remarkably low for a large city.

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SWAYNE CASE DILEMMA. 


Judge’s Impeachment Unanimously 
Recommended by House Committee, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—A somewhat 
difficult situation is presented by the fact 
that the House Committee on Judiciary, 
which has been investigating the case of 
Judge Swayne of Florida, unanimously 
recommends his impeachment. Hither 
Swayne, who is charged with being @ 
tyrant, a corrupt Judge, and unfit for his 
office in every way, must be allowed to 
hold office for another year, or there must 
be an extra session of Congress to try him. 

If the House impeaches him, as it un- 
doubtedly will, the Senate cannot try him 
in the short session without sidetracking 
appropriation bills. Swayne’s case, there- 
fore, would have to go over until some 
time in the early Winter of 1906, as it 
could not be reached even as early as next 
December. 

The only way to remove him would be to 
have President Roosevelt call an extra 
session of Congress. There will be an ex- 
tra session of the Senate in March to con- 
sider nominations, but the House would 
have to be in session as well, so as to have 
a Committee of Impeachment named. Nor 
could it appoint such a committee before 
March 4, and then adjourn, for the Fifty- 
eighth Congress will expire on that date, 


SLIVER OF LAND SOLD. 


Strip 94 Feet by 2 Inches on Avenue A 
Changes Hands. 


Another of those little slivers of land 
which cause excitement and amusement in 
the real estate market has been discovered 
on the west side of Avenue A, between Sev- 
enty-second and Seventy-third Streets—to 
be exact, 55.4 feet north of Seventy-second 
Street. This minute parcel has a frontage 
of two inches and a depth of ninety-four 
feet, and was sold yesterday by Thomas 
McMahon, represented by Brokers Thomas 
Capek & Co., to Edward W. Bull. 

What Mr. Bull paid for the strip is not 
known, but he is said to have resold it 
immediately at a profit of $120 to a man 
who for some reason wants to be an owner 
of Manhattan Island real estate and Is 
not particular as to the quantity he gets. 

Mr. McMahon has been the owner of this 
ribbon of land for twenty years. He had 
originally two inches by 275 feet, but rear 
portions of the ‘“‘plot’’ have been sold 
from time to time, until only the 94 feet 
remained. When it was first made known 
about a week ago that the parcel was for 
sale, there was a small army of would-be 
buyers on hand, some of whom offered 
bicycles, automobiles, and sailboats in ex- 
change. - 

The assessment rolis at the Tax Office 
contain no record of the strip, which Is 


supposed to have come into existence 
through an error in surveying. 


A Suggestion for the New York Central. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Since the Pennsylvania Railroad has com- 
menced to build its new terminal, in the 
heart of the busiest section of New York, 
it has occurred to me as an old-time pas- 
senger and constant user of the New York 
Central Railroad that it would further the 
interests of both roads if the latter could 
connect with the tunnel for passenger 
transportation. 

My idea is this: Instead of the New York 
Central branching off east at Van Cort- 
landt Park and running through the heart of 
the city, a through passenger train on this 
road could continue south along the Hud- 
son River to the. New York Central’s Thir- 
tieth Street station; there a new station 
could be built which could connect by a 
short underground passage with the Penn- 
sylvania tunnel, whica crosses in close prox- 
imity. In this way people bound from 
northern points would simply have to get 
out at the crossing and go down and con- 
nect with a south-bound Pennsylvania 
train. 

To my mind this would give the people a 
lasting benefit, and would do away with the 
bad connections caused by the distance be- 
tween the two stations.

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DR. CARTER TRIUMPHS 
IN NASSAU PRESBYTER 


Unanimous Refusal to Try Him on| 


Charges of Heresy. | 


BLOW AT WESTMINSTER CREED 


Presbytery Asks the General Assembly; 
to Substitute the “Brief State- 
ment ” for the Confession. 


By @ unanimous vote in the First Press ~ 
byterian Church of Jamaica, L. IL, the 
Presbytery of Nassau yesterday in- 
vited the Rev. Dr. Samuel T. Carter, who 
recently renounced certain fundamental 
dogmas of the Westminster Confession of 
the Presbyterian Church, to remain in the 
Church. He will not be forced from the 
Church, nor will he be tried for heresy un- 
less the Synod, taking cognizance of his 
utterances, orders a trial. In that event, 
it is claimed, the Presbytery of Nassau 
must be included in the charges, it having 
refused to remove Dr. Carter or to try him 
for heresy. 

“T am eminently satisfied with the re- 
sult,” said Dr. Carter after the Presbytery 
had adjourned. ‘The cause of truth re- 
ceives a distinct impetus by the action of 
the Nassau Presbytery to-day.” 

The committee authorized at the last 
meeting of the Presbytery to confer with 
Dr, Carter to see whether he “ could sug- 
gest some way out of the difficulty and so 
avoid a heresy trial,’’ recommended that, 
with the consent of Dr. Carter, his letter 
opposing the Westminster Confession be 
laid on the table, in favor of renewed 
Presbyterial emphasis of the “ Brief State- 
ment,” as the present vital creed of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

After the report was read the Presbytery 
voted unanimously for its acceptance bee 
fore Dr. Carter was heard in his own de- 
fense. Then he read an address in defense 
of his position, in the course of which he 
said: 

“If Calvin were living to-day he would 
be Chairman of the Revision Committee, 
He brought that mighty fist of hié down 
upon ignorances and superstitions, and tke 
old system of his time with a genera 
crash, that we call the Reformation. He 
would to-day bring the same fist down 
upon this system of ours, and there would 
be nothing left but splinters. 

“There is no such God as the God of the 
Confession. There is no such world as the 
world of the Confession. There is no such 
eternity as the eternity of the Confesston. 
It is all rash, exaggerated, and bitterly 
untrue. The hard, cold, severe God of the 
Confession, with the love left out, is not 
our God; there fs no such God as the God 
of the Westminster Confession. 

“Do not condemn me; do not cast me 
out of your ministry; welcome me again to 
my place in the Presbytery with the beau- 
tiful understanding that there shall be 
greater theological freedom in the Pres- 
byterian Church than has been allowed 
heretofore, and permit me to make a mo- 
tion in the Presbytery that the Brief 
Statement of the Reformed Faith be adopt- 
ed as the living, working creed of our 
Church, and that the Westminster Con- 
fession be declared to be the creed. and 
the testimony of our honored fathers.’ 

At the afternoon session the Rev. J. 
Howard Hobbs, acting upon the suggestion 
in the last paragraph of Dr.. Carter's ad- 
dress, offered this, resolution: 


Resolved, That. the Presbytery of Nassau 
hereby overtures the General Assembly that the 
“Brief Statement of the Reformed Faith” be 
adopted as the creed of our Church. 


The effect of the overture, if adopted by 
General Assembly, would.be to do away 
entirely with the Westminster Confession. 
After a long discussion the resolution was 
adopted, with but two votes in the nega- 
tive. 


CURRENCY REFORM BILL UP. 


Measure’s Adoption Would Retire $10 
and $5 Silver Certificates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Mr. Hill of 
Connecticut got his Currency Reform bill 
before the House to-day and. had it made 
a continuing order. It is a gold standard, 
pro-bank bill, and its discussion in the’ next 
few days will give the first measure of 
just how much there is in the talk of réeor- 
ganizing the Democratic Party on radical 
lines. 

It was noticeable that when Mr. Hill 
moved to have his bill taken up there was 
only one Democrat who voted for the mo- 
tion. He was Bourke Cockran of New 
York. The other Democrats present voted 
against it. In the agreement that was 
reached for the bill's discussion, Mr. Bart- 
lett, a*Democrat from Georgia, took charge 
of the opposition. He is a former Bryan 
man who, however, advocated the nomi- 
nation of Judge Parker. 

Mr. Hill’s bill permits the deposit of cuse 
toms receipts in banks which are Govern- 
ment depositories. It repeals the three 
million-dollar limit on banknote retirement, 
It provides for the recoinage of silver dole 
lars into subsidiary silver coin, the old 
method being to buy silver for the purpose, 
and it authorizes the issue of ten-ddllar 
gold certificates, whereas at present there 
are no gold certificates of lower denomina- 
tion than $20. It also repeals the restriction 
which prevents banks from issuing more 


than one-third of their circulating notes 
in five-dollar denominations. ; 

The practical effect of it is underst to 
be the driving out of the five and ten dollar 
silver certificates and the substitution for 
them of ten-dollar gold certificates and 
tive-dollar Treasury notes.

EvMences of a popular success were not 
wanting at the Manhattan Theatre last 
evening when, for the first time, was seen 
a new play by C. M. S. McLellan, hitherto 
known to New York playgoers as “ Hugh 
Morton,” author of several comic opera 
books, among which the most notable per- 
haps was that of “‘ The Belle of New York,” 
which endured a large measure of success, 
both here and in London. On this occasion 
Mr. McLellan has made an excursion into 
a@ more serious type of drama. But it is 
only fair to state that such appeal as the 
play made last night was in large part 
due to the exceptionally brilliant acting of 
at least five of its chief protagonists. One 
or two of the minor réles might have been 
better played, but, making due allowance 
for the usual conditions of nervous exag- 
geration incident to a first night, it may be 
said with conviction that the acting of 
George Arliss, John Mason, Charles Cart- 
wright, William B. Mack, and the star her- 
self, provided an ensemble such as is rarely 
excelled. 

The role of Leah Kleschna, daughter of a 
notorious criminal, who is herself a party 
to her father’s misdeeds until her con- 
science is awakened, provides Mrs. Fiske 
with opportunities for the naturalistic act- 
ing of which she ig possibly our best ex- 
ponent at the present time. Occasionally 
the actress offends by a hurried and indis- 
tinct utterance, and it is a fault that her 
most confirmed admirers cannot but de- 
plore. But in the main essentials her play- 
ing last night was marked by that excep- 
tional quality of intellectual analysis which 
creates and sustains interest in everything 
she attempts. 

Mr. McLellan’s play may be judged with 


‘ equal fairness from two distinct points of 


view, and in either case the result: leaves 
something to be desired. Considered sim- 
ply as melodrama, it is found to be want- 
Ing in the essential quality of quick, direct, 
pointed movement. The story progresses 
only by fits and starts, though there are 
eceasional scenes of @ very considerable 
degree of dramatic intensity. The fact of 
the matter is—or seems to be—that Mr. 
McLellan did not intend his play to fall 
into the class of melodrama. Had that been 
his purpose he might have succeeded bet- 
ter on the whole, for there is a suggestion 
1f power in his more theatrical episodes. 

Leah, it may be assumed, is a criminal, 
by suggestion and association rather than 
because of any instinctive or hereditary 
tendency toward trime. But if Mr. Mc- 
Lellan has set out_o prove any of the pre- 
mises of scientific criminal investigation 
it must be recorded that he fell short of 
his purpose. “That woman is seldom moved 
to theft by her own volition is a fact pretty 
well demonstrated and accepted. Love, of 
course, plays its part here as elsewhere. 
The woman will steal for the man she 
loves, and obversely it may be assumed that 
the same force may work out her regene- 
ration. In the progress of Mr. McLellan’s 
play there is an occasional glimmer of such 
an exposition, but one has hardly decided 
that here at last is the dominant theme 
when there is an introduction of conversa- 
tion and incident quite foreign to the dis- 
cussion, Condensation an elimination 
might do much for this play. But to vital- 
ize it into anything like a really important 
contribution to the drama of ideas would 
require a broader perspective on human 
emotion than is here revealed. 

In the second act. when Sylvaine discovers 
Leah in the act of purloining the family 
jewels that are intended as a gift to the 
woman he is about to marry, the action 
halts while the man enters into a discussion 
of metaphysics. Here again one grasps at 
something like a real motive for the play. 
But the prop proves to be only a straw, 
lost in the inconsequential dialogue that 
follows. 

Ultimately in this act a dramatic episode 
ensues. Leah has discovered in Sylvaine a 
man who saved her and others during a 
shipwreck. Ehe has preserved his image in 
her heart. The latent love is quickened 
when she is brought face to face with her 
hero in the person of this man whom her 
father has sent her to rob. Here then is 
her redemption. Later it develops that 
Sylvaine has fallen in love with Leah, but 
into the how, why, and wherefore of this 
one must not inquire too closely. For the 
dramatist has simply taken it as a mat- 
ter of course. 

As Sylvaine is about to send Leah on her 
way, minus the gems, Raoul! Berton enters. 
Raoul is a degenerate youth, brother of the 
gi whom Sylvaine expects to marry. On 

is part he is desirous of adding “Leah to 
his list of conquests. When he discovers 
her in Sylvaine’s rooms he naturally believes 
the werst until Leah in a fit of anger tells 
him the real purpose of her coming. Then 


as Sylvaine shows Leah to the door, Raoul |! 


himself abstracts the jewels. Sylvaine al- 
most immediatelv decides that Raoul is 
the real culprit. In his effort to shield Leah 
and to keep the fact of the boy’s vicious- 


nes from his mother he loses the respect of | 


the girl to whom he is betrothed. This 
eventually admits of his visit to Leah in 
the last act. She has gone back to honest 
toil and is a worker in the fields. Sylvaine 
tells her he has found a home for her with 
a sister of his in Fingland, and the play 
closes with a marriage suggested if not 
actually accomplished. 

In the progress of the play a very con- 
siderable degree of interest is created in 
Klexchna, the father of Leah; in Raoul, and 
in Schram, the thief’s accomplice, who 
loves Leah with the hopeless passion that 
Suggests Pierre in “The Two Orphans.” 
But at the end of the fourth act one hss 
seen the last of them. What becomes of 
them and what is the ultimate outcome ef 
the theft of the Sylvaine jewels is not even 
hinted at. 

The pictorial aspect of the last scene, re- 
vealing an Austrian lettuce garden bathed 
in sunlight, Was notably beautiful and 
evoked prolonged applause.

REV. DR. C. L. WELLS DEAD. 


Forty-one Years Pastor of Flatbush 
Dutch Reformed Church. 


The Rev. Dr. Cornelius L. Wells, for 
forty-one years the pastor of the historic 
Dutch Reformed Church of Flatbush, died 
yesterday morning at the parsonage, 90U

FUSHIMI SPEAKS TO 
~ ASIATIC ASSOCIATION 


“Raises the Cup” at Dinner Given 
in His Honor. 


IS PLEASED WITH RECEPTION 


Japanese Minister Halls Us as Leaders 
for Peace—That Pacific “Lake,” 
Gen. Woodford’s Epigram. 


At a dinner given in his horor by the 
American Asiatic Association in Delmon- 
ico’s last night, Prince Fushimi of Japan 
made his first formal speech in this coun- 
try. In the course of his brief remarks, 
made in his native language and translated 
by his secretary, the Prince took occasion 
to raise his cup, as he put it, and drink 
to the health of the President of the United 
States and the prosperity of the American 
people. Every Japanese in the hall rose 
too, and remained standing until the royal 
guest had taken his seat. 

The dinner was the largest ever given by 
the society, and every one of its Japanese 
members, of whom there are many, was 
present. The hall was lavishly decorated 
with Japanese and American flags, and the 
floral decorations were chrysanthemums, 
the national flower of the guest’s country. 
A feature of the dinner was the playing of 
the Japanese National Anthem when the 
health of the Emperor was proposed, the 
Orientals present joining in a lusty chorus 
and loud cries of ‘‘ Banzai, Nippon.” 

With the Prince at table were the mem- 
bers of his suite, Baron Kentaro Kaneko, 
Commander Isam Takeshita, Naval At- 
taché of the Japanese Legation; M. Hani- 
hara, the Third Secretary; Consul General 
Uchida and Vice Consul Nagai, Assistant 
Secretary of State Francis B. Loomis, Brig. 
Gen, Frederick D. Grant, Gen. Stewart L, 
Woodford, Prof. J. W. Jenks of Cornell, 
Morris K. Jesup, George Wilson; Nathan 
Straus, David A. Munro, and Bishop Mc- 
Kim of Tokio. 

The first toast was to the President of 
the United States, and the enthusiasm 
evoked by this announcement and the in- 
troductory remarks by President Webb of 
the association continued throughout the 
evening. Mr. Webb, after paying a tribute 
to Mr. Roosevelt, called upon Mr. Loomis 
to respond to the toast, ‘‘as one who had 
had an intimate relation to the treatment 
of questions in which we are most inter- 
ested, and whdé worthily represents a chief 
whose diplomacy has challenged the ad- 
miration of the world." 

There followed a great burst of applause, 
and the members sang ‘‘ The Star-Spangled 
Banner”. with great vim. Mr. Loomis, 
after referring to Mr. Roosevelt's Novem- 
ber victory, referred to the President as 
‘‘a man who, by the force of his untiring 
determination and effort to do his best, no 
matter what the odds may be, has the 


power to lift us above the plane of ignoble 
strife for the purely material prizes of life 
and to cause us, soberly and truly, to in- 
quire whether there are not things better 
worth having and winning than great 
preferment or great wealth.’ 

The next toast was to the Emperor of 
Japan, and was drunk amid loud “ Ban- 
zais”” and the singing of the Japanese na- 
tional anthem. he following cablegram 
was then dispatched to the Hmperor: 

At the dinner of the American Asiatic Asso- 
ciation, at which his Imperial Highness Prince 
Fushimi was guest of honor, the health of his 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of Japan has 
just been drunk amid great enthusiasm, and the 
sentiment was warmly applauded that the charac- 
ter and ability of the Emperor would prove po- 
tent in the regeneration of Asia as they had 
4one in the new birth of his own country. 


Then, amid more enthusiasm and ‘“ Ban- 
zais,” Mr. Webb presented an address to 
Prince Fushimi. In it he told the royal 
guest of the vital interest that America, 
like Japan, had in maintaining the open 
door for commerce in Eastern Asia, and 
that the struggle in which the Japanese 
people were now engaged had excited the 
admiration of the world, as it had for one 
of its objects the preservation of the prin- 
ciples of equality and commercial oppor- 
tunity, As the association was organized 
in defense of this principle, the address 
said, it could not but follow the fortunes of 
Japan with sympathetic interest, realizing 
that in the benefits of her ultimate triumph 
American commerce would freely and lib- 
erally share. Prince Fushimi’s response 
was as follows: 

“Jt affords me great pleasure to be 
resent here this evening by your courteous 
nvitation, and I thank you most sincerely 
for the cordial greeting thus expressed to 
me on behalf of the members of the Ameri- 
can Asiatic Association. 

“As you have just remarked, in travel- 
ing through your country I have already 
discovered that I am ae | a people who 
entertain the most friendly feelings toward 
my own, and I feel confident that the aim 
of your association and the object of my 
mission, which are identical, will be great- 
ly promoted by this friendly reunion, where 
I have just had the pleasure of listening to 
kindly and sympathetic sentiments towar 
my country. 5 assure you that your ex- 
ression of high esteem, which I shall not 
ai] to convey to his Imperial Majesty, will 
be a source of profound satisfaction to his 
Majesty, the Emperor of Japan. 

“Thanking you again for the courtesies 
extended to me, I raise my cup to drink to 
the health of the President of the United 
States, to the prosperity of the American 
people, and to the success of the American 
Asiatic Association.”’ 

A tel am from the Japanese Minister, 
Kogoro Takahira, who is recovering from 
a severe illness, was received with great 
acclaim. In it he expressed regret that he 
had not been able to be at the associa- 
tion’s dinners recently. He continued: 

‘*As for me, I have not failed to note 
that the events of the world which have 
taken place in the interval have .been of 
such nature and significance as to dem- 
onstrate with increased emphasis that the 
United States occupies a position so unique 
among the nations of the world that it 


seems to me almost as though this country, | 
with its enormous power and wealth, had .

The address of Gen. Stewart L.. Wood- 
ford, however, aroused the greatest enthusi- 
asm not only among the Americans but the 
Japanese guests and members, In this ap- 
plause the Prince, when the sentiments 
were translated to him, freely joined. 

“Jt is a fact worthy of remark,” said 
Gen. Woodford, “ that there rules to-day in 
Japan the same dynasty that founded the 
en pire 700 years before Christ. The blood 
flowing in the veins of our guest is that 
which founded the Empire of Japan 2,600 
years ago, and that same blood now con- 
fronts one of the greatest powers of Hurope, 
and we can fairly say that it is giving a 
good account of itself.” 

Gen. Woodford then sketched the pos- 
sessions of the United States, from Alaska 
to the Philippines, and back to the Aleutian 
Islands, on the other side of Alaska. “ The 
Pacific,” he said; ‘is really an American

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Another Violent Break; Call Money 
Easy, 2@4 3-4 Per Cent. 


Prices Fall Again, and Still Rather on 
Fears Than Facts. 


We seem to be back in last year’s 
troublous times. Stocks are falling and 
there is nothing but conjecture as to 
why they fall. Intrinsic considerations 
afford no reason. The Monday traffic 
talks were filled with laments over car 
shortages, and that these are not fairy 
tales appear from as good a set of traf- 
fic reports as could be desired. Among 
the roads so reporting were such proper- 
ties as Canadian Pacific, Wabash, Mis- 
souri Pacific, Denver and Rio Grande, 
Kansas and Texas, Lake Shore, and oth- 
ers, scattered through a territory so 
wide as not to be consistent with any 
doubts about generally diffused activity 
of distribution. 

The money market gave no cause for 
anxiety, ruling so low in fact as to stim- 
ulate sterling, justifying last week's 
forecast of gold to spare and probably to 
be taken. London marked up its price 
for bullion, and November’s exports of 
domestic products disclosed a good rea- 
son for the shortage of commercial sterl- 
ing in a decrease of merchandise docu- 
ments to a total of $17,727,696. The de- 
crease in breadstuffs was not surprising, 
but the nearly equivalent decrease in 
cotton—both items being in excess of 
$8,000,000—is a singular sequel to a 
maximum yield and a lower price. For 
the year breadstuff exports have de- 
creased $93,987,824, and cotton exports, 
now decreasing, have increased only 
$13,732,271. An offset to the strength of 
sterling lies in the fact that domestic ex- 
change was more favorable to this cen- 
tre, the premium rising in Chicago, and 
Boston’s discount ruling smaller—a fact 
possibly worth consideration considering 
the present relations between the two 
markets. It can scarcely be said that 
there was any fact disclosed of present 
ill-effect. 

But there were some facts containing 
the seeds of possible future trouble, and 
they were exaggerated in the temper 
resulting from the character of the 
day’s market. It was surprising to learn 
that “dollar wheat” had not led to the 
seeding of a larger area, and it was not 
encouraging to learn that the condition 
on the smaller area was indicative of a 
decreased yield. But this lies far ahead, 
and is capable of ccrrection by either 
good weather or by increase of Spring 
planting. If the same news had become 
public last month the hopeful factors 
would have been emphasized; but the re- 
verse was true yesterday. There was a 
rumor about that the day’s weakness 
was upon sales-in anticipation ofa de- 
cision adverse to Union Pacific in the 


Northern Securities case, suggesting 
that important interests were out of 
sympathy with optimism just now, The 
Boston tom-tom was beaten again, and 
every newspaper had its own'sort of in- 
formation about what Congress and the 
President are going to.do for the people, 
and to the trusts and railways. The day 
was gloomier on the Exchange than out- 
side in the snowstorm. As for prices, 
they are sharply down in all depart- 


ments.

IN PENNSYLVANIA SUIT 


Railroad May Remove Telegraph 
Poles, Supreme Court Says. 


RIGHT OF EMINENT DOMAIN 


Not Granted to Telegraph Companies 
Over Private Property of Rail- 
roads by Act of 1866. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day decided 
the case of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company ‘t the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, involving the right of the rail- 
road company to remdve the telegraph 
company’spoles from its right of way, in 
favor of the railroad company. The opinion 
was handed down by Justice McKenna. 

In the decision the court held that the 
Congressional act of 1866, which controlled 
in the case, does not grant eminent domain 
to telegraph companies over the private 
property of railroad companies. 

Justice Harlan delivered a dissenting 
opinion, holding that the act of 1866 gives 
to telegraph companies the ynequivocal 
right to construct and operate lines not 
only upon the public domain, but along any 
post road of the United States, and he con- 
tended that if to-day’s decision was to 
stand the United States Government could 
not itself enter upon the rights of way of 
railroad companies. Justice Brewer con- 
curred in the decision, but said he did so 
because he considered that the points in 
controversy had been determined in pre- 
vious litigation. 

The case involving the right of the rail- 
Way company to remove the telegraph 
company’s pojes originated in New Jersey. 
Justice McKenna, in his opinion, said that 
the telegraph company contends that the 
necessary implication from the provisions 
of the act of 1866, permitting ng 
companies to use post roads, is that tele- 
graph companies may apoccrniete for their 
poles and lines a part of:the rights of way 
of railroads in invitum upon paying just 
compensation. In other words, that the 
act invests telegraph companies with the 
right of eminent domain. 

“It follows from these views that the 
act of 1866 does not grant the right to tele- 
graph companies to enter upon and occupy 
the rights of way of railroad companies, 
except with the consent of the latter, or 
grant eminent domain.” 

The Supreme Court also decided the case 
of the estern Union Telegraph Company 
vs. the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
involving the right of the telegraph com- 
pany to condemn a part of the railroad’s 
right of way in Western Pennsylvania and 
appropriate it for its lines. he decision 
Was against the telegraph company.

DELANY TO GIVE AN: OPINION 


Civic Bodies Which’ Attacked Oakley | 


Contracts at Sea Over Effect of 
Grout’s Change. 


Mayor McClellan gave renewed impetus 
yesterday to the agitation for a municipal 
lighting plant, saying that, if the Corpora- 
tion Counsel upon examination found that 
the city had the necessary power to issue 
bonds for this purpose under the section 
discovered by tme Citizens’ Union, the 
Board of Estimatae would proceed immedi- 
ately to provide for such an undertaking. 

“Corporation Counsel Delany has been 


asked to go into the question of this char- | 


ter amendment,” said the Mayor yester- 
day, “and he will do so very thoroughly. 
If he finds that we can proceed under that 
blanket amendment passed by the last 
Legislature, we shall do so immediately, 
otherwise we shall be obliged to wait until 
next month, when the Legislature meets, 
and present the bill which the Corporation 
Counsel already is working on under the 
direction of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. 

“The amendment certainly is very broad, 
and Gov. Odell, ‘n vetoing a bill last Win- 
ter to enlarge the power of the Board of 
Estimate in issuing special revenue bonds, 
held that such power was not needed in 
view of the amendment, to which the Citi- 
zens’ Union calls attention, provided the 


Board of Estimate could agree unanimously 
on the proposition. 

“It will be remembered that some months 
ago Borough President Littleton of Brook- 
lyn wanted to invoke the aid of this char- 
ter provision to enable the issuing of bonds 
for scnool purposes. At that time our ad- 
vice was that we could not do it, and it 


may be that the same will hold good regard- ; 


ing a lighting plant. However, | sincerely 
hope not.” 

he Mayor said he did not think a prece- 
dent had been established by the city when 
Commissioner Woodbury of the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning put up an electric 
lighting plant for his oFrty-third Street 
garbage incinerator because that plant was 
merely incidental to the incinerator. 

The Mayor repeated that he believed 
Commissioner Oakley had acted entirely 
within his responsibility and under the au- 
thority of the charter in signing the lighting 
contracts. 

Commissioner Oakley and Corporation 
Counsel Delany spent some time with the 
Mayor in the afternoon, going over the sit- 
uation, but neither would say anything 
about the discussion. 

“TIT see no occasion to change my atti- 
tude,”” said Commissioner Oakley. ‘‘ I acted 
on my authority and within my authority. 
I believe what I did was for the best in- 
terests of the city. The contracts are not 
what they ought to be, but they are the 
most favorable the city ever has obtained, 
and that ought to count for something.”’ 

City officiais, as well as leaders of the 
civic bodies which attacked the new light- 
ing contracts, were at sea as to what would 
be the effect of Controller Grout’s new 
stand on the supplemental contract entered 
into between Commissioner Oakley and the 
lighting companies. It was by the supple- 
mental contract that the city agreed to pay 
the back bills of the electric lighting com- 
panies, provided these companies reduced 
the prices of arc lights from $146 per lamp 
per year to $130 for lamps with overhead 
wires and $140 where the wire connections 
were underground. 

According to the lawyers of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, the supplementary con- 
tracts never existed, because, they hold, no 
contract or part of a contract can be bind- 
ing unless made after a public advertising 
and letting to the lowest bidder. The Con- 
troller is inclined to the view that his ac- 
tion will invalidate the supplementary con- 
tracts and leave in force the original con- 
tracts, with the flat rate of $146 per lamp, 
making the city worse off than it now is. 
The Merchants’ Association, however, con- 
tends that the invalidation of the supple- 
mental contract will carry with it the in- 
validation of the whole ppvocedure. All 
these features have been referred to the 
Corporation Counsel for an opinion. 


MRS. DI PIETRO ON TRIAL. 


Woman Said Man She Shot Wanted Her 
to Leave Husband. 


Mrs. Rosa Di Pietro, the young Italian 
woman who shot and killed Michael Rago 
in the hall of 316 East Thirty-fourth Street 
on Oct. 3, was put on trial yesterday on 
a charge of murder before Recorder Goff 
in Part III., General Sessions. Mrs. Di 
Pietro brought her baby into court, but 
Recorder Goff ordered that it be taken 
back to the Tombs during the trial. 

Charles Hill, a messenger employed at 52 
West Thirty-ninth Street, testified that he 
had heard two shots as he was passing 316 
East Thirty-fourth Street on Oct. 3, and 
then saw Rago come out of the building, 
followed by the defendant, who carried a 
revolver in her left hand. 

Philip K. Sweet, former Chief of Police 
of Manila, another witness, told of talking 
with Mrs. Di Pietro after the shooting. 

**T sat down in the room with her,’’ Sweet 
said, “‘and asked her whether she had 
shot the man, She said ‘ Yes, I shot him. 
I paid $5 for the pistol. I'll go to the 
electric chair, I suppose. He wanted me 
to run away with him, and said that he 
would buy me good clothes and everything 
else. But I am a good wife.’ ”’ 


STOLE TO GIVE TO GIRL. 


Police Say Youth Accused of Stealing 
Laces Confessed This. 


Admitting his guilt, according to the po- 
lice, and declaring he had stolen $715.25 
worth of laces from a Sixth Avenue depart- 
ment store, where he was employed, in or- 
der to have presents for a girl in the Bronx, 
to whom he intended to be married, Louis 


Gent, eighteen years old, of One Hundred 
and Ejighty-seventh Street and Beaumont 
Avenue, the Bronx, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon by the store’s special detective 
and held at the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion. He told where he had sold $715.25 
worth of laces, and these were recovered. 

The firm has missed_about $3,000 worth 
of laces, and from young Gent's admissions 
hopes to find some of the goods in a trunk 
in his home or in the possession of the 
girl, whose identity Gent had not revealed 
last night. 

Gent said his father was closely associ- 
ated with Borough President Haffen of the 
Bronx, and had two brothers in the Con- 
troller’s office. 


WALL PAPER JOBBER IN TOILS. 


Accused by Youth Who Admits He Stole 
to Go on Honeymoon. 


Brandon Moses, a wall paper jobber of 
86 East Twenty-second Street, was held in 
$1,000 for further examination in the 
Tombs Court yesterday afternoon by Mag- 


istrate Ommen on a charge of having re- 
ceived stolen goods. 

Moses was arrested on the confession of 
Alexander J. Faber, twenty-one years old 
and just married, who pleaded guilty a 
few weeks ago in the Court of Special Ses- 
sions to petty larceny, and is now awaiting 
sentence. 

Faber admits that he stole wall paper to 
the value of nearly $100, and says he sold 
it to Moses and got for it only $14, and he 
told Magistrate Ommen yesterday that he 
did the stealing in order to get money with 
which to go on his honeymoon.

Leader Hayes’s 5,000 Guests 
Spring All the Surprises. 


STARTLING JOKES A-PLENTY 


Stuffed Man Hurled from Balcony, a 
Living Sausage Cake, and What 
Might Have Been a Murder. 


Fire Commissioner Nicholas J. Hayes 
had the time of his life last night at the 
Star Lyceum, on East One Hundred and 
Seventh Street, where 5,000 of his friends 


assembled to attend a beef-and-beans smo- ! 


ker of the Pocasset Club, the Tammany 


organization of the Thirty-third Assembly | 


District. 
The Commissioner had arranged an excel+ 
lent vaudeville entertainment for his 


friends and had provided a thousand pounds , 


of smoking tobacco with five thousand 


corncob pipes, bit other things broke in | 


upon the programme. For instance, while 


a young woman from one of the Harlem 
theatres was singing a negro song on the 
stage of the Lyceum, a man in the gal- 
lery shouted something that aroused the 
ire of the crowd about him and a general 
row followed. 

This caused a great uproar among the 
audience, and seven uniformed policemen, 
headed by Sergt. William Kennel, who is 
attached to the Mayor's office, rushed up 
to the gallery to stop the fight. Just as the 
police reached the gallery the fighting 
crowd moved toward the railing, and in 
less time than it takes to tell it the figure 
of a man fell headlong over the rail and 
crashed 10 the floor. By the time the am- 
bulance reached the hall Mr. Hayes had 
learned that it was a stuffed man who had 
fallen. 

Later Commissioner Hayes was led down 
into the big dining room to preside over 
the beef-and-beans banquet, which was 
managed by Johnny Meehan, who is one of 
Commissioner Hayes’s political lieutenants. 
It was the biggest job ever managed by 
redoubtabie Bean King. The crowd 
consumed a barrel of sugar, 600 pounds of 
coffee, 1,440 quarts of milk, 1,200 loaves of 
bread, 480 pounds of butter, three barrels 
of beans, 5,600 pounds of corned beef, and 
265 kegs of beer. Altogether 5,320 men 
were fed. The waiters were Judges, As- 
semblymen, Aldermen, Senators, bankers, 
lawyers, doctors, and men who are rated 
in Bradstreet’s and Dun’'s agencies as worth 
from $100,000 to $3,000,000, 

The piece de resistance was a big iced 
cake, which the “Sinker Man” declared 
was ‘‘a second-story cake, vitch I made in 
one night.’’ 

“It’s a sin to cut that cake,”’ said Com- 
missioner Hayes, when one of the com- 
mitteemen handed him a knife. 

The Commissioner stood erect, and in 
a dignified way thrust the knife into the 
centre of the cake. As he did so the cake 
fell)apart and revealed its contents, which 
included several links of sausages which 
a + on springs and hopped all over the 
table. 

Then a woman, who was dressed like an 
Italian woman, and who talked just like 
one, came in, threatening to shoot her hus- 
band, who sat near Mr. Hayes. The hall 
went into something like a panic and a 
squad of police were summoned. This, too, 
was all a joke, the “‘ Italians’’ being clever 
stage folk. 

Here is the expert opinion of the Sinkers

“I never had so much excitement before 
since my mudder-in-law killed herself be- 
tween a railroad train smashup on Penn- 
syldelphia.”’ 


LOOKED INTO YOUNG CAB. 


Witness Says He Saw Driver Peer 


Through the Slide. 


At the Nan Paterson trial yesterday Jus- 
tice Davis asked the jurors not to let their 
wives talk to the newspapers about the 
ease. All of the married jurors denied that 
there was any basis for some such “ inter- 
views "’ as had been printed. 

The prosecution, before the afternoon 


session had finished, had almost reached 
the point in the evidence which was at- 
tained before the illness of Juror Dressler 
put an end to the first trial. 

Among the witnesses examined yesterday 
were William Stemm, truckman, the first 
outsider whose attention was attracted by 
the shot which killed Caesar Young; Fred- 
erick Wallace, the bartender who served 
the last drink taken by the bookmaker 
before his sudden end; Alexander Corelli, 
a clerk in the Hudson Street Hospital; Dr. 
Philip O’Hanlon, Coroner's physician, who 
testified as to the course of the bullet and 
the character of the wound; Capt. Sweeney, 
and Dr. E. N. Riggin. 

The only new statement made by Stemm 
was that immediately after his attention 
had been called to the cab in which the 
tragedy had oceurred by the sound of the 
shot he had seen Michaels, the cabman, 
open the slide on the roof and peer into 
the vehicle. Michaels had testified that he 
did not look into the cab at any time, and 
had no idea what had taken place in the 
cab until after the hospital was reached.
